Chas. Frcdriclta was shot and instant- 
ly killed lace Saturday afternoon at his 
home near Fremont Center, while sltt- 
infi; asleep In a chulr. A charge from 
a shot gun tore its way through hl» 
head Killing him Instantly. The acci- 
dent happened as his hired man Walter 
Meyer, was about to clean his shot gun. 

The young man who had the gun at 
the time of the accident was nearly ' 
crazed with grief after the death of his 
employer. He ran to his room, locked 
the door and stayed there sometime. 
He is said to have ' left the house, but 
later he returned. The jury held that 
he was in, no manner to blame for the 
death which was entirely accidental. 

It seems that Meyer had been hunt- 
ing in the afternoon and had brought 
his gun baclc to the house with him. 
After cleaning the gun he placed it be- 
hind the door^ and then took his shot 
gun, preparing to clean it As he pass. 
€d the chair in which Mr. Fredricks was 
lileeping,' the gun exploded and the force 
of the charge caught Mr. Fredricks In 
•ihe head. 

The deceased was rocking a cradle 
in which lay his youngest child just a 
short time before. The shot passed

Dr. Taylor, the coroner, was called 
at once, and empanelled a jury. Meyer 
-was 80 frightened, however, that it 
was impossible to hold the Inquest at 
that time. 

The inquest was finally held Sunday 
afternoon, at Fremont Center, when 
Meyer told his story. As he passed his 
employer he was examining the shot 
gun and made an effort to break It. As 
he did this the charge was exploded, 
with the terrible result. 

Mr. Fredricks was a young man about 
25 years of age. When he was 21 he waa 
married and has three children to sur- 
vive him, besides his wife. 

.The accident was entirely unavoidable 
and purely accidental, but It has caused 
a large amount of comment about the 
county. There is nothing but sympa- 
thy for the fafnily- of. thedead man, 
/ his wife and three small children. 

COURT OP INQUIRY 
V REPORTS CAUSE OP 
DROWNING ACQDENT 

The Court of Inquiry, composed of 
Ofncers at the Naval Training station, 
completed its inquisition into the terri- 
ble disaster in which the lives' of eleven 
men were lost and have forwarded their 
report to Washington last week. 

The investigation waa most .thorough 
and substantiates in detail the Inquest 
report made Immediotely after the ac- 
cident. ^Captain Fullam, however, de- 
termined to make an even closer in- 
vestigation into the fact in order that 
there might not be the slightest doubt 
about the cause of the accident 
^ Soundings were taken and a chart 
made of the lake where the boat swamp- 
ed. It was found the - boat had been 
anchored on a sand bar and there was 
deeper water with a swift current flow- 
ing between it and shore. 

"It was an error in judgment on tho 
part of Mr. Negus, but It was one that 
onybody would have made," Captain 
Fullam declored. 

"If he had not thought that he web 
in shoal water and anchored his boat 
there Is no question in my. mind but tho 
boat would have been safe. The boat 
was thoroughly seaworthy and would 
almost be safe enough to cross the 
ocean." . ^

The Police Arc Looldng All Over County 
Tarms for Some Cue of Robbery ^ 

Two norses were stolen at Graystake 
Saturday night by an unknown thief 
who is being sought by the police of 
Lake county. One of the horfes, baar- 
ing the marks of haying been lashed 
severely with a whip, returned home 
the next morning apparently having 
got away or been abandoned by the 
thief. No trace has been secured as 
yet of the other horse, The descrip- 
tion follows: Bay horse, white star in 
forehead, both rear feet white, barbed, 
wire mark on one of the hind ,hoofs, 
weight between UOO and 1200 pounds. 

As sooon as the theft was discovered 
the police of the county were notified 
and a search is now being made but no 
clews have been received as yet. 

This is not the first theft of the kind 
that has been discovered and it only 
strenghtens the belief that there > is an 
organized band of horse thieves in the 
county who have a "fence" where they 
are able to hide their stolen animals 
until the chase blows over. Then they 
can be taken, av/ay and disposed of. 
The police of the entire county have 
tried repeatedly to catch these thieves 
but have been unable to do so and 
every once In a while there Is another 
robbery.

Done their Shore of Fight 



Sensational charges were made on 
Wednesday afternoon before the board 
of supervisors to the effect that Wm. 
Gelden did not sign his name, nor give 
permission to an^'one else for signing 
his name, to one of thp petitions given 
to the board. 

An nflldavit was presented by Super- 
visor Brooks, It seems that Mr. Gel- 
den at first signed- the petition, asking 
for a pew township; then withtirew his 
name, and later withdrew his with- 
drawal. Thus he was one of those who 
were for the creation of the township. 

The document presented to tho board 
by Supervisor Brooks, stated that Mr. 
Gelden did not sign a withdrawal from 
the withdrawal from* the withdrawal. 

According to an intervled secured on 
Wednesday afternoon J. A. Strang was 
the man who secured the signature in 
question', and according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Strang Mr. Gelden did 
sign the statement. According to the 
statement of the latter, however, he 
did not. 

The board acted favorably on the 
creation of the towriship Wednesday 
however, .shortly- before 2:30. When 
seen about the matter, John D. Pope 
who represented the objectors to the 
matter stated that the action to be 
taken had not been determined as yet^ 
He did state, however, that it waa pro- 
bable that there would be some action 
taken. Whether this will be talfen to 
a higher court or not Is not definite. 

The written statement given to the 
board by Supervisor-Brooks, and signed 
by Mr. Gelden caused great comment 
and excitement, as it was charged that 
the name was used without the consent 
of Mr. Golden. 

There can be nothing done towards 
the creation of the new township until 
the election next year, and for that 
reason the objectors are undecided as 
to what course they will pursue. 

In the absence of Cla ire C. Edwards 
due to the death of his daughter. Su- 
pervisor Welch appeared for the peti- 
tioners. It appears that the entire 
trouble over the petition arises in con- 
nection with the legality of the with- 
draw! of several signers of the petition. 
In order that the petition be submitted 
to the board for consideration the sign- 
atures , of two'thirds of the registered 
voters of the territory in question. 

The question then arose as to the 
legality or the last signatures. Tho 
law on the subjects plainly states that 
no wiihdrawls from a petition can be 
considered after the petition is sub- 
mitted to the board for action.

UNKNOWN MAN IS FOUND 

The Bodyiof an Unltnown Man Was found 
at Winthrop Harbor Sunday 

In a terrible ^tnte of decomposition 
tho remains of n man, falrjy well dress- 
ed ond apparently dead for about two 
weeks, was '^found near Winthrop Har- 
bor early Sunday morning. He had 
either, committed suicide, had died a 
natural death or had been murdered^ 
The inquest held under the direction of 
Deputy Coroner Edward Conrad, fail- 
ed to show which. An open verdict of 
death by means unknown to the jury 
was returned. 

The only means of identification was 
a bank book, with the name "J. C. Fox, 
Aurora, Kansas." Apparently the man 
had used the book to keep a record in. 
There was no records of deposits made 
in the book. It Is the belief of the 
deputy coroner that this is not the 
man's name, but that he carried the 
book for other purposes. 

The writing in the book is that of a 
child. The theory that the man had 
carried this book as a keep sake of his 
child was also advanced but cannot be 
proved. The authorities will investi- 
gate the matter and will endeavor to 
find out who the man Is, If possible. 

There were no marks of violence on 
the remains, although they were so 
badly decomposed that it would hardly 
have been possible to distinguish them 
if there had been any. 

It is impossible to give a good des- 
cription of the man. He had on a dark 
suit, a felt hat ond was lying in the 
dense woods, just east of the Winthrop 
Harbor depot when found. 

REGISTRAIION DAYS SET 

The First Will be on October Fifteen and 
the Second October Twenty-nine 

The first date for registration Is Oct. 
15 and the second Oct. 29. On the first 
day the board of registration will open 
the books and will make the list of the 
voters in their several localities and on 
the second day will revise these lists 
and make the voting roster complete. 
It is not necessary for those who voted 
in Antioch at the last election to 
register at this time and a voter may 
have* his vote swornln on the day of 
election but it is advisable that the.vot- 
er see that his or her name is on the 
books 

Women may vote at the coming elec- 
tion, but the same safeguanis are 
thrown around them— that is they must 
register and conform to the provisions 
of the . law aa to residence and be 21 
years of age. Then they are permitted 
to cast a ballot for trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, only. 

Electors presenting themselves for 
registration are required to have a 
residence of one year in the state, 
ninety days in the county and thirty 
days In the election precinct. They 
must be 21 years of age. Embyro 
electors who attain the age of 21 years 
between registration and election are 
allowed to register and vote as they 
will be qualified on election day and tho 
same case prevails with the voters who 
have attained their legal residence in 
the interim between registration and 
election.

Examinations Are Being Held This Week 

At the Conference, Rev, A. 0. Stixrud 

Has Passed the Examinations 



To become a Meteodist minister to- 
day requires more of self-denial and a 
stricter demand upon the moral code 
than was true In the days of John 
Wesley, founder of the church. 
.This fact was brought out yesterday 
when the annual session of the Rock 
River conference opened at Evanston 
with the preliminary examination of 
candidates for ordination. 

While In the early history of the 
church its ministers maintained their 
own wine cellars and helped make their 
parishes famous by the particular 
brand of tobacco kept upon the parson- 
age hearthstone, the candidates for the 
Methodist ministery today, according 
to the announcement of the committee 
on conference relations, must renounce 
not only ''the devil and all his works" 
but tobacco In every form and liquor 
as well. .Besides making these denials, 
he must be possessed of a helping wife, 
and poraeoxical though it may seem, 
must never run into debt or allow his 
wife to do 80. 

That, the conference is taking an in- 
terest in the subject of eugenics is 
proved by the declaration of the exam- 
ining committee: 

"No candidate for ordination will be 
accepted if his family history is not 
found to be ^good. There must be no 
drunkards, s&m biers or thieves upon 
his family tree" 

The>:onference, which is the seventy- 
third annual one, opened Tuesday with 
a secret meeting of the cabinet at th« 
home of Mrs. McDowell and with a 
rigid examination of candidates for ad- 
mission to the conference. 

The cabinet, which is composed of 
the six district superintendents of the 
conference, took up the matter of the 
appointment of the pastors to the var- 
ious churches for the ensuing year. 

Candidates for ordination were giving 
a literary examinatidn Tuesday. This 
included question in regard to general 
history, doctrines and biblical litera- 
ture. 

The committe on conference rela- 
tion also take up the trials of ministers 
who are charged with irreguiarites in 
conduct on heretical tendencies ih be 
lief. The Rev, E. J. Ross, a member 
uf the committee, said he thought there 
would be no such trials at this confer- 
ence.

SPECIAL COURSE SYSTEM 

County Schools Will Have Speda t

The course is graduated in such a 
manner that only a certain number of 
pages are gone over each month and 
teachers are cautioned not to go rapid- 
ly, or to slowly because plenty of time 
is given for review and the work has 
been arranged after actual test and 
there Is no reason why pupils cannot 
keep within a space of five pagespf the 
work assigned. 

The system is proving quite satis- 
factory and is a great help to all the 
pupils and the county superintendent 
of schools because tne examinations, 
sent out are fairer and no complaint of 
injustice can be made by any school, as 
the work is the same.

Tho Illinois agricultural experiment 
Btntlon has conducted fertilizer experi- 
ments with muakmelons at Anna, In 
Union county, and nt KInmundy, In 
Marlon county, for five years. The 
chief objects of tho experiments were 
to determine tho relative elTlcIency of 
different amounts of manure and meth- 
ods of appllrntlon of manure; the ef- 
fect of supplementing manure with 
commercial fertilizer In connection 
with manure and the effect of substi- 
tuting commercial fertilizer for ma- 
nure In tho production of Gem melons. 
In both localities tho experiments 
wore conducted on typical melon soil 
of the region, that at Anna being un- 
glaclated yellow- silt.loam, and that at 
KInmundy gray silt loam. 

At Anna tho melons wero started 
under glass and transplanted; at KIn- 
mundy they were grown from seed 
planted directly In tho fleld. In the 
fleld-plantcd crop there wero marked 
differences In tho vigor of tho young 
plants plainly attributable to the dif- 
ferences In fertilizer treatment, and 
these dlffercncea were usually main- 
tained until the harvest The moat 
uniformly vigorous plants were pro- 
duced on planta-mnnured In the hill. 
The yield records from tho various 
plats In both the field-planted and tho 
transplanted crop show plainly that 
under the conditions of these experi- 
ments manuring In the hill was far su- 
perior to broadcast manuring unlcsa 
a very largo amount of manure was 
used broadcast. The amount of ma- 
nurse used in the hills also had con- 
siderable influence on the crop, heavy 
applications being conducive to largo 
yields of early melons. However, a 
relatively small amount of manure 
(one-eighth scoop-ahovelfnl per hill) 
Applied to the hills produced very 
good crops, and Its Bmall cost made 
Its use Bometlmes more profitable 
than tho use of a larger amount. 3^Ili- 
Ing the mnnuro with tho soil of the 
hill, although It Increased tho labor 



of planting tho crop, had no apparent 
advantage over applying tho fiamo 
amount of mnnure wllliout mixing, ex- 
cept In tho case of a large amount of 
mnnuro applied to the traniplanted 
crop. 

Supplementing the mnnuro In the 
hills with an application of mnnuro 
broadcast resulted In tho production 
of the highest avcrngo yield In tho 
flcld-plantcd crop, but the expense for 
BO much manure made th« net proflla 
less than from Bome of tho other treat- 
ments. Likewise, supplnmonting tho 
manure In the hllla with the complete 
commercial fertilizer brondcast In- 
creased tho average yields but was so 
oxi>enfllvo that there was little profit 
derived from Its use. 

In the fleld-planted crop the addition 
of rock phosphate to the manure ap- 
plied In tho hllla Increased the avc^ 
age yield and the net proflts. 

Attempts to grow melons without 
manure wore not very encouraging. 
When the complete commercial ferti- 
lizer was used In tho hills In place of 
manure the yielda wore greatly re- 
duced. This was especially tnio In 
the fleld-planted crop, where many 
plants wero killed outright by the fer 
tlllzor and the maturing of the melons 
was greatly delayed on those that Bur- 
vlved. Steamed bone applied to tho 
hllla gave fair results, but tho yields 
wero smaller than from tho uao of 
manure In the hills, and some years 
the plants were "burned" by the fer- 
tilizer, especially In the fleld-planted 
crop. The check plat without manure 
or fertilizer, produced small yields, 
especially In the fleld-planted crop, 
where the melons also ripened very 
late. 

Tho pcsults of the experiments Indi- 
cate that the influence of different 
methods of fertilizing tho rauskmelon 
nro more marked upon a fleld-planted 
crop; but that the' most satisfactory 
results In either crop aro likely to be 
secured from tho use of a moderate 
amount' of well-rotted manure In the 
hills though. If de'alrcd, this manure 
may bo supplemented with rock phos- 
phate In the hills or with a complete 
broadcast or manure broadcast

Tho words give no Intimation of 
tho mystery, or porhapa tragedy, 
which lies behind them. Only to 
Borao brontod skipper who knows tho 
North Atlantic In all her moods will 
their moaning bo dear. 

ThoBO two words aro all the world 
has tlmo to give to tho flght of two 
bravo men against the unconquored 
strength of the sea, against starva- 
tlon and thirst, against tho winds 
and (ho storme and loo and unbcar- 
ablo heat In some cases "not re- 
ported" tells merely tho story of a 
schooner lost through carelessness, 
"but In tho case of the Uttlo Pandora 
,«nd her brave sklppora a volume 
might bo wrltton of their adventures. 

Theirs Is the story of tho call of 
the sea. the song to which their ears 
had h^on trained for generations and 
to which they llstonod once too often. 
Threo years have^passod- since thoy 
heard it tho last time, and more 
than a year ago the Pandora left 
Now York harbor for London after 
her thrilling voyage from Australia. 
Sho has never boon seen since sho 
droppnd past tho pilot's boat. No 
TCBsel passing In or out of New York 
or any other North Atlantic port has 
over sighted the sturdy little yawl. 
Now Bho has become a- part of that 
myfiterlouB fleet of which tho Flying 
Dutchman Is the flagship and which 
lias the Sargasso sea as Ita placo of 
gathering. » 

The story of Copt. Samuel Blythe 
and Capt. Peter Arapakls Is ono of 
two men who saw more than tho 
Bpray In a breaking wave. To them 
the sea but meant Mife and liberty, 
freedom of action and thought, and 
for years they made It play Its part. 
Then tho wavoB rose and demanded 
their duo, and tho Pandora, with her 
flklppers, was the toll. 

The Pandora was 3G feet long and 
of generous beam for her length. Her 
Iteel was stocky and dwarfed and her 
mainmast the size of a. derrick boom. 
Her sails— Bho had three sets— wero 
of the. best grade of heavy naval can- 
■ Tofl, and as for Interior fittings, she 
had none other than demanded by ab- 
solute necessity. ,Tho Pandora was 
not for pleasure eavo jn an inverted 
Bense. Sho was to sail around tho 
world, but her owners also Intended 
to mnlce certain nautical oheervatlons 
which they hoped would bA of value 
to the world. ^ 

So, one find day throe years ago 
Bhe sailed out of Forth harbor. 
proTlsloned for a four months* cruise 
and with two men on board who had 
answered to tho call of the sea. The 
Pandora was bound for Cape Horn, 
hut sho was to call at several South 
American ports for frosh suppllos. 
Tho voyago across tho Paciflc was^un* 
OTontfuI. fair winds and a calm sea 
was prevailing all. the way.. -Along the 
Chilian coaat thoy put Into two har- 
horfl for food arid water and as each 
day passed their admiration for tho lit- 
tle Pandora grow, for sho was prov- 
ing worthy with every, new on^er- 
gency. 

So far tho sea had permitted tho 
Indignity of two men In a thlrty-alx 
foot boat, and had loft them unmo- 
lested, but Just after they set out to 
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round tho Horn it rose In majestic In- 
dignation and began to refuto their 
theories. 

If it were not for tho unmistakable 
signs which such an experience would 
havo left on tho yawl tho' tale of Cap- 
tain Arapakls could hardly have boon 
believed. But the dents which the 
compass box had mndo on tho cabin 
roof and tho acor on Captain Arapa- 
kls* head were enough proof without 
tho photographs of tho Pandora after 
the utorni. 

Tho Pandora ran Into bad weather 
two days after sho started around tho 
Horn and before she had passed tho 
entrance to tho Stralta of Magellan. 
There was a wind of about , sixty 
miles velocity and It had, during tho 
course of an afternoon blown up 
waves from sixty to seventy feet In 
height. Toward evening tho wind 
suddenly veered completely around, 
with tho result that the top of each 
wave was blown back and folded 
over, much after the manner In 
which a cook would treat n piece of 
dough out of which ho Intended to 
make a Parker House roll. Tho little 
Pandora was trying to live out the 
storm under a try-^all and sea anchor 
and was succeeding In her usual man- 
ner, much to tho gratification of her 
designers arid builders, when tho sail 
was carried away by a gust and the 
kedgo anchor wont by tho board. It 
was the third they had lost during 
the afternoon. 

As soon as the restraint of the sea 
anchor was lifted tho Pandora swung 
into tho trough of ono . great wave. 
Up and up she climbed on the wAIl of 
water until It grow thin and weak at 
tho top and was folded- back by tho 
wind. The wave broke just abovo 
tho yawl and crashed back, carrying 
the Uttlo vessel with It. 

Then tho Pandora turned complete- 
ly over and for a space of twenty sec- 
onds everything In her cabin. Includ- 
ing her sklppora, rested on the roof. 

By tho law of precedent she should 
have sunk like a cannon ball, but the 
Pandora wiia not buUt along those 
linos. She righted herself and lived, 
but her main mast had been snapped 
short and all of hor rigging, with the 
exception of the Jury mast, waa acting 
as a flail as It followed along In the 
trough. It was half an hour of hard 
work before the foul rigging was cut 



away. All night the Pandora tossed 
In the storm, but she camo through 
on top and waa worked Into port un- 
der her Jury sail. So great bad been 
tho force of tho storm that long strips 
of tho copper sheeting which covered 
her hull had been torn away. Perhaps 
this fact accounts for her later loss. 

With a new mast and another set of 
sails tho Pandora made her way to 
Now York and she reached Quaran- 
tlno more than two years after aho 
loft Perth. She looked like some sort 
of a dejected mongrel when I went on 
board her as sho lay at tho Atlantic 
Yacht Club anchorage, hut her cap- 
tains were proud and apent several 
hours tolling of their Uttlo yawl's per- 
formances under tho most trying 
conditions. 

Captain Arapakls was of Greek do- 
accnt, but how far back It was ho 
could not tell. Ho was not an un- 
imaginative BaUor, for his ta\ks about 
his life and his boat wore full of phil- 
osophies^ that como only to a man 
who has spent solitary months at 
sea. The little cabin of the Pandora 
contained a number of books, such as 
ono would hardly expect to see In 
auch a place. .Thoro wore Darwin, 
Spencer, two volumes of Balzac, tho 
sea tales of KlpUng and KIngsley. 

Captain BIytho was more tho usual 
type of stolid British merchant skip- 
per who always talked with one eye 
cooked to tho weather and his other 
resting with a pleased expreslon on 
some pet Hno of tho Pandora. While 
tho Pandora was In New York one of 
tho Greek soclotlcB gave to each of 
tho men a medal. 

Two weeks la Now York waa 
enough for thorn. Thoy had hoped to 
take tho Pandora out of water, and 
repair tho torn copper hull sheathing, 
hut the weather was so fine and the 
winds so oven that they decided to 
get under way for London. On July 
20, 1011, they hoisted sail and started. 

That la ns far as' the story goes. 
Three months Inter Captain Blytho'a 
brother, J. Forbes Dlytho, of Coven- 
try, England, wrote a letter to tho 
cuatom houao In Now York asking 
for Information about tho Pandora and 
saying the Uttlo vcsael had never re- 
ported In any Engllah or Continental 
port No Information could bo given 
to him. 



EXHAUSTION OF THE SOIL. 
Prof, E. H. Farrlngton of Wlsconaln 
Agricultural College, In speaking of 
Soil Exhaustion, made a very Interest- 
ing statement regarding tho selling of 
dairy producta from tho farm as com- 
pared with selling tho grain produc- 
tions directly off tho farm. Hero la 
what ho Bays; 

"Thcro la a great difference In tho 
amount of soil fertility removed from 
tho farm by selling crops as compared 
with tho soiling of crcnm and butter. 
Tho constituents of tho soil that bo- 
como moat oanily exhausted by farm- 
ing operations are tho nitrogen, tho 
phosphoric acid and tho potash. Theao 
each havo a market value per pound 
and can bo bought In commercial fer- 
tilizers. They aro also contained In 
farm manure. 

"w\n analysis of different crops and 
of milk, butter and cheese will show 
how much of theao various constitu- 
ents nro removed from the farm when 
a certain quantity of thcso products 
are sold. For Instance, hy using tho 
same prices per pound for tho follow-. 
Ing crops, etc., wo find that tho fer- 
tilizing constituents taken from the 
BoU when one ton of bay Is sold from 
the farm have a value of $-1.34, one ton 
of corn $5.3^ one ton of wheat ?G.C3, 
ono ton of rrllk |2.17, ono tou of sklra- 
mllk $2.31, ono ton of butter 40 cents, 
one ton of whey 84 cents, and one ton 
of chcoso $1'4.19. Tho value of each 
ton of thcso different products Is well 
known. For Instance, tho ton of hay 
may ho sold for $20.00, while tho ton 
of butter Is- worth $G00.00 and a tou 
of cheoso $200.00. These figures show, 
however, that If tho crops raised on 
the^arm are fed to tho cows and cith- 
er cream or butter only is sold, then 
for every $000,00 worth of butter only 
60 cents worth of fertility la drawn 
from tho farm." 

In encouraging tho farmers to en- 
gage la dairying, Prof. Farrlngton 
says: 

"Dairying keeps up tho fertility of 
the soil as already explained. 

"SklmmUk la' very valuable to tho 
"farmer not only for tho reason^ given, 
but because It la profitable for a. far- 
mer to becomo a stock raiser — that la, 
raise calves, pigs, poultry, etc., rather 
than a crop producer and a aoller of 
grain. 

"Dairy producta, butter and cheese, 
aro not bulky to market, being much 
moro concentrated and tho cost of 
transportation less thaa It la for bay, 
grain, etc. 

"Dairying utilizes wosto land, such 
as Btony postures, timber and swamp 
land, which may be used for pasturing 
the coWB If thcso are kept, but which, 
otherwise would give no returns. 

"Dairying glvca profitable^ employ- 
menf^durlng tho entire year' and Idle- 
ness Ift not good for cither man or 
beast."

HEV. DR. PALMORE VISITED THE 
TOMB OF AARON. 



Moiquo l8 Nothing Much to 8eo, but 

Rellgloua Fanatlolim of the Na- 
' Uvea Makea tho Journey One 
of Great Danger. 

n«v. Dr. Wnilom B. Palmor« of St. 
XiOUlB, -who has Juet coraploted a tour 
of Europo and tho Orient, aiild tliat 
h\a moat rcmarkablo exploit was a 
pecont nocturnal oxpodltlon at the 
rlflk of h!a llfo to tho tomb on Mount 
Hor, In Arabia Petrea, which la re- 
verfld by thr«o rellElonH na tho burial 
plac« of Aaron, brother of Momb, and 
flrat high prleat of Uio Hcbraw thcoo* 
racy. 

Lato on the laat night of hia atay la 
Petrea Dr. Palmore allcntly Btolo out 
of tho city, attended by hla guide and 
soldiers. 

When the little party at laat ato'od 
alone on the moantaln top and aaw 
the dcaort Bleeping far below they 
found tho moaqi^o to be a ramahacklo 
building of white atonoa rudely piled 
together and aurmounte'd by a round- 
«d dome. The guide -without scruple 
applied his Btolen key to tho lock and 
tho door Bwung open. 

"I found myself In a chapel about 
40x40 foct/'saya Dr. Palmore. "Ac- 
cording to tho Moslem custom, It con- 
tained neither seats nor altars. It 
was completely bare savo that In the 
center stood a cenotaph, or empty sap- 
cophagua, covered by a green cloth. 
Carved In stono waa an Inacrlptlon la 
Hebrew ao nearly obliterated by time 
that I could not decipher It. I calcu- 
lated that tho Inacrlptlon was more 
than 2,000 years old. There waa also 
a legend carved on tho cenotaph In 
modern Arabic. 

"I had little time to waste, for I 
was confident that If tho Arabs In the 
Talloy discovered my departure and 
traced rao to the mosque they would 
kill me. In one comer I discovered a 
hole In the floor, revealing a flight of 
■talrs cut In the rock and leading 
downward.

RECORDS BURNED BY BLISS 



Accounts Full to Show Aid by Arch- 
^old OP Standard Oil for Roo«&- 
velt— Son of Party Treas- 
urer Senate Inquiry Witness. 



WaflhhiBton. Oct. 2.— C. C Tegothoff, 
former prhato aecretar)* to the lato K. 
H. Harrlniiiu, leatlfled before the son- 
alo comnilttee Invefitlgatlns campaign 
fund donations here Monday. 

Mr. TegethofC producetl a series of 
papcrH from the Harriman estate files. 
The first was a receipt signed by C. 
N. nilSH as treasurer of the national 
nepubltcan committee, dated 19i)4. It 
wns for $50,000. which Mr, Tegethoff 
said waa Mr. Hnrrlman's contribution 
to the Uepubllcan campaign fund of 
190f. 

Then Mr. Tegethoff put In the rec- 
ord a aeries of letters In which Presi- 
dent Uooaevelt asked K. H. Harriman 
to visit him at the White House dur- 
ing the fai! and winter of 1903. Let- 
tors continued up to May 17, when 
President Roosevelt wrote asking Har- 
riman if he could "take lunch with mo 
on Monday, May 23." 

Tho date, according to a rapid ex- 
change of letters produced, was final- 
ly fixed for Wednesday evening. May 
25, when Mr. Harriman consented to 
dlno at the White House. 

In a HUbseiiuent letter written by 
William Loeb, then secretary to the 
president. It was set forth that "Sec- 
retary of State Knox. .Mr. Cortelyou 
and Senator Murray Crane would also 
be present." 

Cornelius r^. Bliss, Jr., was the first 
witness. 

Under examination by Senator Payn- 
tep tho witness said that his fathnr 
had told him he allowed the books of 
the treasurer's ofilce of the Republican 
national committee to be destroyed 
hocauso he, the older BlUs, believed 
the records useless. 

"Have you found any papers bear- 
ing on the campaign funds handled by 
your father?" asked Chairman Clapp. 

Mr. Uliss placed in evidence a re- 
port from the auditor who examined 
his father's accounts when he re- 
t^Igned as treasurer of the Republican 
comraltteo. He said the records did 
not show any contribution by John D. 
^rchboId or the Standard Oil com- 
pany. Members of tho committee ex- 
amined the records. 



BALKAN CRISIS IS MENACING 

Bulgaria and Servia Mobilizing Troops 

While Turkey Is Concentrating 

100,000 on Frontier. 



T^ondon, Oct. 2. — W'ar between Bul- 
rgaria and Servia on the one side and 
'Turkey on the other seems unavoid- 
^able, according to dispatches received 
J here Monday from Soda and from 
• Athens. Proclamations have been Is- 
'Bued by both the Bulgarian and Ser- 
vian governments calling for general 
■jnoblllzatlon of their armies, while 
'Turkey is concentrating all available 
iforces. 100.000 men. consisting of 
Valeven divisions of the "Redlfs" or ro- 
servea, in the vicinity of Adrlanople 
ftud along tho Bulgarian frontier. 

Reports from Sofia indicate that 
crowds in tho streets have grown to 
thousands, all demanding war at once. 
while Turkey troops ordered from 
Thraco Into Albania have been ordered 
back to their stations, so that no' re* 
Inforcementa have been sent to Salo- 
nica, the Dardanelles or Smyrna for 
use against the Italians. * 

Here in London the Balkan situa- 
tion Is regarded aa decidedly serious, 
only tho lateness of tho season and 
tho efforts of the powers to keep the 
peace staving off Immediate war.

ARBUCKLE HAD HUGE WEALTH 



Trust Foe Had Made $20,000,000 

—Is Divided by Two 

Slaters. 

New York. Sept, 28.— John Kv- 
bucklo, who died Inst March, left an 
estate of $29,613,344.66, according to 
tho report mado public on Thursday 
by Transfer Tax Appraiser Monahan 
of Kings county. Tho highest estimate 
that had been put upon tho old-faah- 
Icned merchant's estate was $20,000.- 
000. He had never organized the 
great concern of Arbuckle Broa. Into 
a corporation. It waa morely a co- 
partnership. Aa hla sharo reprcaented 
only one-third of the firm's assota It la 
shown that tho company today holds 
nearly $100,000,000 of property. 

His two sisters, Christina Arbucklo 
of Brooklyn and Mrs. Catherine A. 
Jamison of Pittsburg, are his only 
surviving heirs. Each will Inherit 
$14,800,672.33, which, added to their 
private fortunes, puts them In tho 
class of Amerlca'a wealthiest wom- 
en. 

The Arbucklo eatnto Is tho largest 
over administered without a will in 
Kings county. The Inheritance tax, 
which will go Into tho state treasury. 
Is $1,158,433.78. Tho cost of appraisal 
approximates $150,000.

Sept. 30.— The 
senate subcommltteo which has been 
Investigating tho affairs of Mexico for 
the past two years, the period taking 
In tho Madero and Orozco rebclliona. 
practically concluded Its labors at the 
Hotel Alexandria on Friday and will 
In the future aubmlt Ita report and 
recommendatlona to the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations. Tho re- 
port will be n volumtnouB document 
and will set forth these three Impor- 
tant features: 

That the evidence produced beforo 
tho Inveatlgatora points to the neces- 
sity for the United SUtes to Inter- 
vene In Mexico In order that Ameri- 
cans and American -Interests be pro- 
tected. 

That tho evidence proves conclus- 
ively that no American money was 
used' In financing the Orozco rebel- 
lion. 

' That the evidence tends ton estab- 
lish the claim that American funds 
were used to finance the Madero rev- 
olution, and the report will point tho 
finger of auspiclon at two largo cor- 
porations. Positive proof of the lat- 
ter, however, may not bo forthcom- 
ing. 



TYPHOON KILLS 300 



TERRIFIC STORM HOLDS SOUTH- 
ERN JAPAN IN ITS GRASP, 



Warships Are Tossed on the Rocks 

and Hundreds of Coasting and 

Fishing Boats Are Sunk. 

Tokyo. Sept. 28. — Tho southern 
coast of Japan was swept by a ter- 
rific typhoon on Monday. Three hun- 
dred persons have perished. This 
city has been cut off from tho world 
for four days. 

Wlro communication with points 
cast of Tokyo has just been restored, 
and It Is believed that when tho full 
extent of tho disaster Is known tho 
death list will reach 500. 

The torpedo boat destroyers Fubukl 
and Tnchlbana were driven on tha 
rocks on the northern const of Yokal- 
chl and two other naval vcssols wore 
blown ashore. Tho entire crew of 
one of tho destroyers waa lost Hun- 
dreds of naval coasting boats, fiahlns 
smacks and other small craft that 
ply between the numerous Islands on 
tho south coast and tho mainland 
wero sunk. 

Thousands of buildings were blown 
down or washed away by streams 
which wero swollen out of their banks 
by tho cloudburst which accompa- 
nied tho typhoon. 

At Nagnya. capital of tho prefec- 
ture otf Alchl, part of the city was de- 
stroyed and 20 persons were, killed. 
Thousands there arc homeless. 
. Tho Island of Shlkou was swept by 
the storm and tremendous damage 
done there.. A score of fishing vil- 
lages wero devastated. 

Tho prefecture of Osako also got 
the full force of tho storm. Crops 
were totally dcatroyod throughout the 
agricultural district. U la estimated 
that tho damage will aggregate |5.- 
000,000. The government Is taking re- 
lief measures and Is sending supplies 
to the storm auffcrers. 

The steamer Klcko Mam has foun- 
dered at sea with all her passengers.

BLOOD FLOV/8 WHEN OFFICERS 

ATTEMPT TO STOP PARADE 

OF STRIKERS. 



LEADER CAPTURED; RELEASED 



Lawrence (Mass.) Policemen Beaten 
and Two Are Seriously Wounded 
When 6,000 Textile Men Seek to 
March Through Streets. 



Lawrence, Mass., Oct 1. — Leaders 
of a procession of 6,000 textllo strik- 
ers closing In on a squad of police- 
men who, with drawn revolvora, had 
attempted to force them to disband, 
stabbed one officer In the back, 
crushed In the head of another with a 
blow from n club and seriously In- 
jured several more Sunday. 

Hundreds of shots wero fired during 
tho street battlo and In the rioting 
that followed. Tho police were com- 
pletely routed and tho strikers con- 
tinued their parade. The streets are 
crowded with strikers and more 
trouble Is feared. Tho city, which Is 
largely composed of mill workers, Is 
practically In a state of Insurrection. 

Three thousand of the workers had 
gathered nt the railroad station to wel- 
come Bovcrnt hundred visiting sympa- 
thetic workers from nearby mill towns 
who had como to Indorse tho twenty- 
fouMiour strike which began Sunday. 
After tho arrival of the train 5,000 of 
the workmen and their sympathizers 
formed In lino to march to the cen* 
tor of the city. At their head was 
Carlo PrcBCtt, a prominent member of 
the Industrial W^irkcrs of the World, 
waving a red flag. A squad of police- 
men was rushed out to meet the 
marchers, with orders to disperse 
them. The marchers refused to break 
step. The policemen drew their re- 
volvers and charged. The crowd fell 
back as they saw the weapons, but 
gaining courage as Prcaca and his 
aides spurred them on, they closed in 
on the officers, many of them with 
drawn revolvers, and a pitched battle 
ensued. Policeman Thomas McCarlle 
and Special Ofllcor Ludwlg seized 
Prcsca. Firing their revolvers Into 
tho air, the ofllcera were about lo es- 
cope with tho prisoner between them 
when McCarlle fell to tho sidewalk 
with two stab wounds In tho back. A 
moment later Ludwlg collapsed from a 
blow on the head from a club. Tho 
assailants mado their escape. 

Freed, Prcsca waved his rod flag 
aloft again and exhorted his followers 
to shoot to kllL 

The workers began a twonty-four 
hour strike Sunday as a protest 
against the Imprisonment of Joseph 
Ettor,^ Arturo GlovannlttI and Joseph 
Caruso, who are to he tried separately 
for the murder of Anna Loplzzo. 



FOUR ARE FOUND MURDERED 



Farmer, His Wife and Daughter and 
, Young School Teacher Are 
the Victims. 

Quincy. III., Oct 1.— Mystery sur- 
rounds the death of C. A. Pfanschmldt 
age forty-seven, his wife, age forty-flvo 
and daughter Blanch, age fifteen and 
SUss Emma Kaempen, age twenty- 
four, whoso charred bodies were found 
Sunday after the Pfanschmldt homo 
had burned. 

The residence Is located on a farm 
two miles southeast of Payson, an In- 
land town 15 miles southeast of 
Quincy. All indications point to mur- 
der and the burning of the farmhouse 
to cover up the crime. 

The houao waa nearly destroyed 
w^cn farmers arrived on the Bcene. 
The remains of Pfanschmldt and wife 
were found In the cellar directly be- 
low the room In which they were 
sleeping npd only the skull and a few 
bones remained among tho nilns of 
Miss Kaempen.

"Company commanders will poraon- 
oily Inapeot tho bare feet of Uiolr 
nion before a march la undertaken," 
reads tho order.

Investigation." 

Then there Is thus further Instruc- 
tion: 

"Company commanders will cause 
the proper trimming of nalla, removal 
or paring of coma and callouaes, re- 
lief of painful bunions, treatment of 
Ingrowing nails, and other dofecta, 
sending serious caeea to tho surgeon."

U la that "darned soi 
or socka with holes, wltl not be worn 
In marching." 



Rat Psychologists Trying to "Kid" Uncle Sam 



ASSISTANT Surgeon General Wil- 
liam Colby nucker of the pub- 
lic health service announced Aug. 21 
that he was searching for a new kind 
of rat trap, to be adopted as tho of- 
ficial trap of the service In its war 
ngalnat the bubonic plague. He has 
now In his ofRco 75 models for rat 
traps of many designs, together with 
ftbout fifty drawings. 

"Hat paych(»logy has evidently been 
the subject of deep study on tho part 
of Inventors and would-be Inventors 
who ore trying to market their Ideas 
In my offlce." BaId%Dr. Rucker. "and 
tho Interesting thing la tho wide dl- 
vergence of the conclusions that have 
been rehched. An Iowa student sent 
mo the following suggeation: 

" 'Take an Iron pot and place a rock 
in tho middle. Fill the pot with water 
even with tho topof the rock, so aa to 
make the rock look like an island. 
Float a piece of chceso on the water. 
The rat will jump for tho cheese and 
after falling In the water will climb on 
tho Island and Bcrcnm for help. Tho 
entire rnt family will rush to his aid, 
dive overboard to his rescue and then 
lUU each other fighting for a foothold 
on the rock. 

"Another trap of simple type sug- 
gested waa the bran barrel trap. I 
was told to cover the surface of a pall 
oC water with bran; to fix A plank 
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platform to lead to the edgo of the 
water and to cover this with bran. II 
was predicted that tho rat would oat 
hia way to the water's edge and then, 
beholding what he thought to bo a sea 
of bran, would dive Into It, thus end- 
ing the romance of bla life. 

".Many auggcsttons for electrocution 
outfits have been sent In, but all of 
these are of euch complicated design 
nnd would cost so much to manufac- 
turn that they have no value for our 
puriwso. 

"The 'aneozo' trap Is simplest In 
construction and least expensive of 
all the models which havo been sub- 
mitted- It conalsts of a pasteboard 
tube two Inches In diameter, lined 
with cotton batting. A powder of cay- 
enne pepper and anuff Is sprinkled on 
tho cotton and the tube placed over a 
rat hole. The inventor said the rat 
would sneeze himself to death when 
he poked hIa head out of his hole."

The army correspondence forma 
doto back to tho days of tho Colonial 
forcea of King George IlL Letters be- 
tween army men, when ofllcia! In their 
nature, use lino after lino of compli- 
mentary phraaeology to put forward a 
ten-word request. General Wood start- 
ed the pruning movement, and when 
he got through with It nothing waa 
left but tho superscription "Sir" anij 
the algunturc of the writer outside tht 
meaaago to be convoyed. 

Along with tho excess verbiage tho 
army has also discarded the elaborate 
ayatem of recording tho bualneaa of 
the various branches of the service by 
means of lengthy letters detailing 
what might pass In the ordinary 
course of the day's work aa bualnesi 
convcrsntlona.

Capt. W. H. Chelton Held Record 
^as Rescuer. 



Took Many Desperats Risks, Braving 

Gales and Iceflowa In Chesapeake 

Bay to Get Perlahlng Crews 

Ashore. 

Baltimore. Md.— Capt. William H. 
Chelton, a Chesapeake bay command- 
er, died at his homo In Lawsonla, a 
suburb of this city, the other day, 
aged slxty-nluo years. Captain Chel- 
ton had been a sailor from bis youth 
and commanded a vessel when be was 
fifteen years old. 

Captain Chelton had a record un- 
equaled In America for saving human 
lives, the score to hla credit being S3, 
and his work in thla direction begin- 
ning In AugUBt, 1850. when, as a boy 
of fifteen years, he leaped Into the ba- 
aln In Baltimore, at tho foot of Cal- 
vert street and saved a girl who had 
fallen overboard. An ofTort was made 
to raise a purso for the' lad. but he re- 
fused to accept anything and he never 
for hla subsequent rescues earned a 
cent. 

To his dying day, however, ho was 
proud of a United States 'modal 
awarded by congress In 1902, follow- 
ing the publication In tho Sun of an ac- 
count of bis Ufowork of humane en* 
deavor. 

Captain Chelton, though a great life- 
saver, bus also taken a life. This 
waa when he was a deputy sheriff of 
Somerset county. On May 28. 1907, 
hd attempted to arrest Frederick 
Long, who was wanted for larceny. He 
ordered Long to surrender, but the 
man flred twice at him and then Chel- 
ton used his pistol. 'The man shot 
twico again and ran through a field, 
where ho waa found dying with a bul- 
let In his lungs. On that occasion, 
too, he drove several miles with the 
wounded man to get medical aid. 

Captain Chelton was born In North- 
umberland county. Virginia. In 1844. 
but lived In Maryland during nearly 
all of his life. . 

Ho was oC medium height, but had 
the breadth of shoulders and depth. of 
cheat which betoken great strength 
and a pair of aturdy lege which atood 
him In good stead In many feats of 
swimming by which he saved men on 
tho deep. He also mado several res- 
cues on land and saved tWee women 
from being killed by trains. 

He Is said to have had ample cause 
for believing republics ungrateful, for 
ho Joined the Union army at the out- 
break of tho Civil war, expecting a 
bounty of 5300 besIdeS; his pay for a 
long service. When his terra of en- 
llatment was over and ho settled up 
with Uncle Sara he received a check 
for 96 which, ho was told, was all that 
was coming to" him. Ho never cashed 
the check; but kept It as a souvenir. 

During a greater part of his time In 
the array ho was piloting federal guti- 
boats In Maryland and Virginia wa- 
ters on blockade duty. In this service 
he piloted threo gunboats In an attack 
on Cherrystone, tho fight lasting from 
earlyi afternoon until tho next morn-

SEES GROWTH OF LUNACY 
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Dr. Forbes WInilow Declares There 
Will Be. More Inaane Than Sano 
In 300 Years. 

London. — There will be more luna- 
tics In the world than sane people 
three hundred years hence, waa the 
prophecy Dr. Forbea Wlnalow made. 
This prophecy la based upon the pres- 
ent rate ot the growth of lunacy as" 
revealed by recent returns. 

Doctor Wlnslow expressed strong 
dlaagrcement with the statement 
made at the Eugenica congress by 
Doctor Mott to tho effect that Increase 
In lunacy waa more apparent than 
real, and told a preaa represenlatlve 
that In making. auch a statement Doc- 
tor Mott apparently referred to Lon- 
doh only. Dr. Forbea Wlnalow said 
that from bis knowledge of the prog- 
reaa of lunacy In all parta of the 
world ho. had come to the conclusion 
that "wo are rapidly approaching a 
mad world." Ho added: "In every 
part of tho world civilization Is ad- 
vancing, and so insanity Is nlao bound 
to advance. There were 30.762 regla- 
tered lunatics In 18G9, but 135,000 at 
the present day. That showed the 
alarming Increaso.j' 

If Doctor Mott'a theory la accepted, 
we ahall wake up when It la too late 
to prevent a further Increase. What 
happen'^d to tho pauper class In Lou- 
don, as *n alleged proof against tho 



real Increase of lunacy, was very 
much boalde tho question, taken aa a 
whole. Fifty yeara ago there waa one 
lunatic In 675 of the population, but 
now ono In 236. At that rate of prog- 
ress, ho said, in threo hi^ndred years' 
time there would bo more lunatics In 
the world than sane people.

TO THE TRAVELER. 



Its Origin Goes Back Beyond tho 
Pages of History and Has Record . 
•In Writings of the Earliest 
Qeographsr. 



Colombo, Ceylon. — Apart fronl U» 
Importance as tho chief city of Coy- 
Ion, Colombo, Inconsequence of Us ae- 
Icctlon as port of call on tho Aus- 
tralian route, has a special signifi- 
cance. To so many EngllHh cyco It 1» 
tho first gllmpBO of tropical luxuri- 
ance, and, however much a man may 
afterward explore Equatorial reglona. 
It still remains In hla recollection as 
easentlally typical of tho Tropics. 

Ono day early In November I hnri 
my first view of Colombo, and beheld 
the low promontory which Ptolemy 
tho geographer marked on hla map In 
tho second century A. D. as "Jovla Ex- 
tremum."
